PEOPLE'S PARTY.. 


The Indiana Followers Put up a Ticket-- 
Free Silver Demanded. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.) The State- convention 
of the People’s party was held today 
with about 800 delegates present. The 
report of the Committee on Resolutions 
was read and a Randolph county dele- 
gate read a minority report on the tem- 
perance question, which created an up- 
roar. 

The chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions stated that nine members 
had opposed the prohibition plank and 
four favored it. He urged them to be 
leaders, not followers. By an immense 
majority the temperance plank was ex- 
cluded from the platform. . 

The financial plank demands a na- 
tional currency, safe, sound and flexi- 
ble, issued by the General Government 
only, to be full legal tender, and that 
without the use of banking corporations. 
It demands the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, condemns President 
Harrison for calling an International 
Monetary Conference and inviting 
other nations to assist us in fixing the 
value of silver; declaring it an effort to 
demonetize the silver dollar by an inter- 
national agreement. A graduated in- 
come tax is demanded. 

The convention nominated the follew- 
ing ticket: Governor, Leroy Temple- 
ton; Lieutenant-Governor, Dr. J. A, 
Houser; Secretary of State, Jesse L, 
Hobson; Auditor of State, Lewis Gas- 
ton; Treasurer, Townsend Coke; Attor- 
ney-General, E. H. Vernandez; Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, J. H. 
Allen; State Statistican, C. H. Bliss;

A Constable Jailed on the Charge of Hav- 
ing Instigated the Mexicans to Com.

Sax Drago, May 27.—[Special. ]—Dep- 
uty Constable Thomas Weller was ar- 
rested this afternoon on complaint of 
Charies Oberlander, charging him with 
kidnaping. The complaint was made 
before District Attorney Jones. Justice 
Dudley issued a warrant which was 
served by Constable Monahan. Weller 
was arraigned before Justice Dudley 
and admitted to bail in $1000, which 
he furnished. The examination was 
‘set for Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

This is another complication resuit- 
ing from the arrest of Deputy United 
States Marshall A. W. Marsh, and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Thomas Smallcomb, May 12, 
charged by Edward Crosthwaite with 
kidnaping him. Readers of Tus Truzs 
will remember that Crosthwaite was ar- 
rested at Visalia about fifteen months 
ago by officers and taken to Tia Juana. 
Crosthwaite was left in charge ofa 
Mexican named Doniciano Cruz, who, 
he claimed, kidnaped him into Mex- 
ico with the assistance of three 
rurales. He was confined in Ensinida 
jaileleven months, After his release 
he came to this city and swore to a 


comb. About a month ago a warrant 
was issued for the arrest of Cruz and 
given to Qber’ander, who is a deputy 
constable of National City. Ober- 
‘lander wént’ to Rosario in Lower Cali- 
fornia on other business. On his re- 
turn he was arrested at the line and 
imprisoned. The story of his subsequent 
escape, recapture and final discharge 
by Judge Rendon Thursday is still fresh 
in the minds of readers of Taz Times. 
Yesterday Oberlander appeared be- 
fore the District Attorney and stated 
that Weller had entered into a con- 
spiracy with Joaquin Fuentes, the po- 
liceman who arrested Oberlander, for 
his arrest while on Mexican territory. 
Oberlander claims that Weller notified 
Fuentes that he was going below the 
line and that the Cruz warrant would 
be found in his possession and would 
js tify an arrest on the ground that he 
ad attempted to serve it on Mexican 
soil. The District Attorney claims to 
‘be in possession of sufficient eyidence 
to convict Weller, 
The latter says that he can prove his 
innocence. He has been an officer here 
of years.

The Cabinet council was convened to- 
day for the special purpose of determin- 
ing the date of the dissolution of Par- 
liament. The bulk of the Conservative 
election agents were of the opinion 
that it is urgently necessary to dissolve 
Parliament within a month, as was the 
case with the Unionist members. 
Prior to the conncil a number of mem- 
bers had an interview with Balfour and 
impressed upon him the necessity of 
settling the question without delay. 
The almost unanimous represe ntations 
which were made advised that the dis- 
solution either take place at the end of 


The {tenor of the communications 
made after the council adjourned indi- ' 
cates the decision of the government to 
proceed with the Irish Local Govern- 
ment Billand an abandonment of the 
intention to resort to a dissolution. 
Balfour promised a definite declaration 
on the evening of the Whitsuntide ad- 
journment. The decision will enrage 
the opposition, who, without delay, will 
resort to every device to obstruct gov- 
ernment business; but a majority of 
the Unionists will approve it, though it 
wi ll embarrass many. 

If the Conservative anticipations of 
tonight be fulfilled, no Gladstone gov- 
ernment will be possible till the end of 
the spring of 1893 and no home rule 
till 1894, while Balfour’s local govern- 
ment measure, having a clear year to 
operate, must complicate Gladstone’s 
task in creating a new Irish administra- 

on. 
THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 

A reliable authority tells the Associ- 
ated Press that Goschen’s acceptance 
of the invitation to the International 
Monetary Conference has met with ad- 
verse comment from some cabinet mem- 
bers. The opponents hope that certain 


will prevent their sending 
elegates. They insist that if the pro- 
mme commitsfEngland to anything, 
oschen should even now withdraw his 
acceptance. High financial houses in 
London, Bremen and Vienna oppose the 
conference. 

John Redmond, who leaves Sunday 
for America, intends to remain only a 
week.

COMING COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 

The proposed programme for the 
congress of chambers of commerce of 
the empire will include considerable 
protectionist agitation. The 
resolutions favor a commercial union of 
the empire; the establishment of differ- 
ential rates between Great Britain and 
tlte colonies; preference for home prod- 
ucts against foreign; Great Britain to 
grant a discriminating tariff against 
grain; an international monétary 
union, with a unification of the cur- 
rency of the empire. From present in- 
dications the gathering will be one of 
the greatest trades demonstrations ever 
held in Great Britain. 

LONDON GOSSIP. 

It is announced that the Queen has 
offered Salisbury .a dukedom in the 
event of his retiring from power, but it 
is doubtful if the premier will accept 
the honor.

The Professor Heard by the Assem- 
bly at Portland. 


The Report of the Committee on Revis- 
ion of Faith Adopted and the Over- 
tures Sent Down to the 
Presbyteries. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Portianp (Or.,) May 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Presbyterian 
Assembly was again constituted a court 
today by the moderator. A resolution 
was introduced looking to the return of 
the Briggs case to the Presbytery of 
New York for a new trial. Amend- 
ments were offered slightly modifying 
this action, but with the same object in 
view. The parties tothe appeal were 
allowed to withdraw in order to pre- 
pare a form of action which might be 
mutually acceptable. 

Pending this action the reading of 
the report on revision of the Confes- 
sion of Faith was proceded with. Just 
before the closing of the reading of the 
revision report, the parties ‘to the ap- 
pealreturned from their consultation 
and the revision went over as unfin- 
ished business. 

Judge Struvell stated that there had 

nno agreement reached, and the 
moderator then ruled that as the com- 
mittee of the prosecution refuses to 
agree to the propositions suggested 
and to allowthe case to go back at 
once to New York, the Assembly must 
hear the appeal. The hearing went 
over till 2 p.m. 

At-the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion it was voted to hold an evening 
session. Dr. Burch for the prosecuting 
committee then took the floor and 
traversed the six grounds of appeal and 
twenty-five specifications thereunder 
for an hour. 

Immediately thereafter Dr. Briggs 
was heard for an hour in rebuttal. 
treatment was historical, following the 
order of events at the trial in New 
York. 

Recess was taken till 8 p.m. 

At the evening session the report and 
recommendations of the Revision Com- 
mittee were adopted and the twenty- 
nine overtures therein proposed were 
ordered sent down to the presbyters for 
theiraction.

The Destroyer Demolishes Every” 
thing in its Path. 


Thirty or More Persons Killed—A 


Fire Breaks Out Among the Ruins—The 
Town in Darkness and Confusion— 
Property Losses Will Be 
Very Heavy.

<ansas City, May 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.{| The Journal's special 
from Wellington, Kan., says that a cy- 
clone tonight plowed through the bus- 
iness part of the town with immense 
destruction to property and some loss 
of life; just how much it is impossible 
to tell at this writing. 

A heavy storm of wind preceded the 
cyclone about half an hour. A few 
minutes after 9 o'clock the cyclone 
struck the city, coming from the south- 
west. Washington avenue, the 

cipal business street, is lined on both 


‘sides for blocks with ruins. To add to — 


the horror fire broke out among the 
débris of Robinson’s Block and Mrs, 
Susan Asher is supposed to have per- 
The solid block of 
brick buildings, containing half a dozen 
stores and printing offices, lies.ina 
tumbled heap. Just across the street 
a laborer named Fanning was taken out 
of the ruins dead. It is thought other 
bodies are in the pile. 

Hundreds of dwellings were either 
totally destroyed or more or less dam- 
aged. The city is in darkness, as 
broken mains made it necessary to shut 
down the gas works and save destruc- 
tion by fire. 

Hon. James Lawrence, Walter For- 
sythe and Ed Forsythe were danger- 
ously injured. 

Seven bodies have been taken out of 
the forme a House ruins and a large force 
is at work removing the débris. Two 
members of the Salvation Army are ex- 
pected to die from injuries received. 

At ’Squire Smith’s residence seven 
persons were more or less injured. 

The streets are littered with tin 


roofi cloth, awnings and timber. 
Every v is on the streets carrying 
lanterns. It is utterly impossible to get 


at the exact facts. The destruction is 


the horrorof the situation. The Stand- 
ard and Mail office was wrecked. The 
operahouse and dozens of the best \busi- 
ness buildings were destroyed. Fine 
school buildings and churches -were 
ruined, and the loss will foot up to 
many thousands of dollars. 

No reports are received from other 
points. Wellingtor isthe county seat 
of Sumner county and has a population 
ofover 10,000 inhabitants. It is the 
center of a thickly settled agricultural 
district. 


THIRTY KILLED. 
The Death List Growing—Fall Extent of 
the Disaster Unknown. 

Kansas City, May 27.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A Times special from 
Wellington, Kan., says that the cyclone 
was terribly destructiye. At11o0’clock 
fifteen persons are known to have been 
killed, and an investigation of the 
wrecked buildings has only barely com- 
menced. The cyclone did not do much 
damage until it reached the center of 
the town. On Jefferson avenue it de- 


work was done within the com- 
pass of the four squares bounded 
by Jefferson avenue, Avenue C 
and Seventh and Ninth streets. 
Every building in those two squares 
was demolished or wrecked. For- 
tunately residences in that 

were not numerous, otherwise the loss 
of life would have been much greater. 

The Phillips Hotel was demolished 
and seven dead bodies were taken from 
the ruins. The work of rescue there has 
only begun. The house was well filled 
with guests and the loss of life is 
thought to be great. 

The destruction in the northeast part 
of the city was great, but definite de- 
tails cannot now be had. Great con- 
fusion prevails everywhere. Silva and 
Walter Forsythe were taken out of the 
ruins of Conrad's restaurant and have 
since died. Grand Army Hall has been 
converted into a hospital, and there are 
now there fifty dead or injured. 

The latest estimates are that fully 
thirty are dead and perhaps 100 mere 
orlessinjured.

BOYLE HEIGHTS PARK. 


Discussed at Length by the Com 


missioners. 


A Delegation of Citizens Before the 
Board Seeking. Information. 


They Want to Know Why no Work 
Has Been. Done, 


The Misanderstanding 
Steps Taken to Straighten Out the 
- Tangle—Views of Commission- 
ers and the People. 


The Park Commissioners met yester- 
day afternoon with President Hubbell 
in the chair, and Commissioners Kays 
and Hutton present. Secretary Howard 


and Superintendent Tomlinson were 


also in attendance. 


After the approval of the usual de- 
mands, a delegation from Boyle Heights 
was heard 1n the matter of the Hollen- 
beck-Workman Park, 

In answer.to the inquiry why work 
had not been commenced on this park, 
and for an explanation as to what had be- 
come of the appropriation made for that 
purpose, President Hubbell stated that 
a mistake had been made, and the board 
had not been notified as to the Hollen- 
beck Park matter until after the money 
appropriated for park purposes had 
been otherwise expended, and there is 
no money for this purpose. 

Commissioner Hutton took the ground 
that the park is not a public park until 
it is absolutely deeded to the city. This 
property had not been deeded to the 
city, and until this is done he will not 
favor expending any monev. The Coun- 
cil will have to expend $10,000 and 


carry out the conditions of the donation 


before the property comes under the 


| control of the Park Commissioners. 


President Hubbell stated that the 
Council had undoubtedly intended to 
appropriate money for the Hollenbeck 
Park, and he favored expending the 


money, if it can be obtained from the 


Council. There were no funds on hand 
for this purpose, and se ape they 
could do nothing at this tim 

A question was raised as to the water 
right, but this was satisfactorily an- 


swered, and then objection was made 


to the Boyle-avenue dam, it being 
stated that it is not strong enough for 
dam purposes. This point was argued 
at some length, but nothing of a satis- 
factory nature was arrived at, when 
President Hubbell again reiterated the 

opinion that work should be commenced, 
if money could be obtained. 

* Commissioner Hutton again referred 
to the ‘‘terrible conditions’ imposed by 
the deeds. 

At this pofnt Councilman Rees came 
in and asked Mr. Hutton to explain 
what he meant by ‘‘terrible conditions,” 
when the gentleman replied that it re- 
quired the expenditure of $10,000 in 
two years. 

Mr. Rees replied that he did not see 
anything so terrible in these conditions. 
All the commissioters had to do is to 
carry out the instructions of the Coun- 
cil and expend appropriated 


There was some talk between Mr. 
Hutton and Mr. Rees, the former con- 
tending that no appropriation had been 
made for this specific purpose, while 
the latter contended that it had been 
done, and that the records of the Coun- 
cil showed that suchisthe case. 

President Hubbell then sprung the 


} proposition that it would be cheaper 


for the city to purchase a lot outright 
than to accept this gift and develop it. 
He stated that a thirty-five acre tract 
suitable for park purposes could be pur- 
chased for $10,000. 

Councilman Rees then explained the 
situation, and the-conference that had 
taken place between the Park Commise 
sioners and the Councilmen, asa result 
of which an understanding was arrived 
at by which the Council was requested 
to segregate the fund, and express their 
preferences, which they had done. 

President Hubbell favored expending 
the money at once, if it can be done, 
and, after further talk, on  mo- 
tion of Commissioner Kays, . the 
secretary was instructed to send a 


communication to the Council asking 


whether it was their intention to have 
the Park Commissioners act as their 
agents in expending the $5000 under 


the conditions of the deed donating this. 


property. 

The Boyle Heights delegation then 
left and routine business was taken up. 

A commurication was received from 
the Council calling attention to the bad 
condition of the sidewalk at Sixth Street 
Park and asking that it be repaired; 
also stating that Westlake Park is be- 
ing neglected. The Superintendent of 
Parks was instructed to look into the 
matter. 

After some further general talk the 
board adjourned.

Hard on the Free Wool Biil. 
American manufacturers of woolen 
goods are getting up a pgotest against 
the adoption of the Springer Free Wool 
Bill. Of-1000 manufacturers who have 
thus far been asked to sign it, 985 have 
done so. The Boston Journal of .Com- 
merce says that ‘‘nothing has occurred 
like itin the history of an industrial 

uprising against a legislative act:”’ 
Considering that the great hue and 
cry of the Democrats in urging this 
measure through the House was to favor 
American mantfacturers by giving them 
raw material free of duty, this action 
of the mill men amounts toa.very sig- 
nificant refusal of their good offices. 
‘There is a sentiment,’’ observes the 
Journal of Commerce, “that an oppor- 
tune occasion has been presented for 
the manufacturers to express them- 
selves against legislation which men- 
aces their industry in no uncertain 

way.’’ It adds: |

From the character of the responses 
thus far received and from other sources 
itis calculated that less than 8 per 
cent. of the productive woolen machin- 
ery of the countryisin favor of the 
passage of the Springer Free Wool 
Bill. This is a most disastrous blow to 
the ‘‘reformers.”’ 
In a short time this protest, supported 
by nearly all of of the active woolen 
manufacturers of the country, will be 
laid before the Senate, supplemented 
by an elaborate argument. There is no 
doubt that the Senate will reject the 
bill, and it ought to do so in the face of

THE HILL WATER SUPPLY. 


What Receiver Kays Says of the Situation 
—What is Needed. 

The water situation iff the hills sec- 
tion shows further improvement, and 
should the company have good luck and 
not meet with any accidents itis hoped 
that no further trouble will arise. Re- 
ceiver Kays was interviewed by a Times 
reporter vesterday, when that gentle- 
man stated that itisa mistake to sup 
pose that the hills are without protec- 
The reservoirs of his 
company in the city, he said, are almost 
full, containing about 8,000,000 ‘gal’ 
lons, about one week’s supply of water, 
and there is plenty for all uses except 
on a few streets near the extremities of 
the system,-and most of them have 
plenty for domestic use. 

In the matter of the condition of the 
plant of the Citizens’ Water Company 
Mr. Kays said: 

‘I might say there is but one line of 
sheet-iron pipe supplying water and 
that is the original main pipe, which, of 
course, might break as it did the other 
day, although I understand it was the 
first break on this pipe in two: years. 
‘Fifty thousand doHars would put the 
system in a satisfactory condition, using 
the water from the present source of 
suppiy, -viz.: the Los Angeles River, 
which, Idon’t suppose, would satisfy 
the people, as they claim itis not fit to 
use, although it is the same water the 
city expects to have whenit gets con- 
trol. The company, I understand, is 
and has been trying to secure water 
from some other source at a _ sufficient 
elevation to do away with all pumping 
and to put all the system under a good 
pressure; but this all takes time and 
money, and the greater the disturbance 
the longer it willtake to procure the 
money to do the necessary work. If. 
the people will bear with us we hope to 
supply every one in the meantime, or 
until some one: else gains control and 
ownership.”’

Meeting of the Los Angeles County 


Farmers’ Institute. 


An Address on the Nicaragua Canal by 
Hon. W. L. Merry of San Francisco 
. —A Subject of Importance to 
the Pacific Coast. 


The Farmers’ Institute convened in this 
city yesterday morning. The attendance 
was large, and much interest was mani- 
fested in the proccedings, The printed 


-programme was carried out, and much in- 


formation of importamce to fruit-growers 
» was brought out. 
The part of the progfamme in which the 
whole State is interested, was the discus- 
sion of the Nicaragua-Canal. Hon. W. L 
Merry, ex-president of the Chamber of Com 
merce, San Francisco, addres:ed the in- 
stitute. He thanked the ladics and gen- 
tlemen tor their presence, and went at once 
to his subject. . He said that the completion 
of the canal is of more importance to pro- 
ducers than any thing else. Looking at the 
matter from a commion sense. standpoint, 
and for California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton in particular. the cost of trans- 
portation by watec was inthe ratio of 
one to ten as compared to the rail- 
roads, and in some cases in Cali- 
fornian the ratio of one totwenty. The 
reason was obvious... No investment was 
required by water in constructing and 
keeping up roadbeds and other appliances. 
The high seas are free toall. At present 
the distance by water from California to 
markets of the world is farther than that 


of any .civilized nation, 2200 miles to the 


East by rail and then $000 niiles by sea to 
Liverpool. By sea we are 15,000 miles 
from the markets. Ontsife of the East and 
Europe we have no Markets, practically. 
It is cheaper to ship produce from Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Queensland to Liverpool 


than for us to land produce East by rail.. 


Fresh mutton has been shipped from Aus- 
tralia to Glasgow, Scotland, and sold for 6 
cents per pound, in refrigerator vessels in 
which the temperature was kept at 26° 
Fabrenheit. Fruitcould beshipped around 
Cape Horn at a temperature of from 36° to 
38°, Atthis very time, when our fruits and 
field crops are being gathered, European 
markets are bare, apd with the com- 
pletion of the canal we could reach Europe 
in from twenty-five to twenty-six days, and 
by fast steamers in from fourteen to fifteen 
days. The distance would be lessened 
11,000 miles from California points to the 
East, and the distance to Liverpool less- 
ened 10,000 miles, and other points in pro- 
portion. With a good market for our fruits 
and vegetables, over-production would be 
simply impossible. The distance to New 
Orleans and the Mississippi would also be 
lessened 11,000 miles. The construction 
of the canal is a certainty. It is only a 
guestion of who will ownit. It would be a 
disgrace for any other country to own it 
than America. There has already been 
spent the sum of $5,000,000, and they are 
now spending the sum of $50.000 every 
month. It will cost $100,000,000 to build 
the canal, and there is a bill before the 
Senate which considers the proposition of 


‘subscribing to seven-tenths of the stock, 


or $70,000,000. .

Resolved, that the Chamber of Commerce 
of Los Angeles petitiens the Secretary of 
the Interior to secure a proper contrel and 
management of these reservations to the 
end that the trees and shrubs covering the 
mountains be not carelessly wasted or de- 
stroyed by fire or otherwise, and we would 
respectfully suggest that an afficer be 
placed in charge of these reservations, and. 
that atroop of cavalry be detailed as a pa- 
trol to protect the reservations.
